RecoQ Epidemic

A year ago American army offi 


cials reported that typhus fever 
had reached epidemic proportions 
In North Korea and'was reducing 
Red manpower.

Our Own Shortsightedness 


Before World War II, many Americans argued that we 


should keep aloof from Europe's troubles and maintain this 
country as a stronghold, even a model, of democracy. 


Others contended that a victorious Hitler would compel 


the United States to make itself an armed camp— a garrison 
state 
sure

e. The argument ran that in no other way could we be 


of standing out against a German invasion at Hitler s 


At that time we chose the course of aiding the Western 


allies, and ultimately we were drawn into the war. This entry 
was not of our choosing. 
. 
But we were dead set against any course that promised 


us a solitary existence as an island of freedom ringed by 
tyrannical enemies. 
. 
. 
Though that threat died with the demise of the Nazi 


regime in 1945, talk of the garrison state did not. We are 
hearing the phrase again today, in a new context. But mostly 
it is being bandied about by men who do not seem to grasp 
the situation we are in. 
* 
* 
* 


The men who speak frequently of the garrison state 


these days usually argue that this country will become one 
if it continues to spend as heavily for defense as iMs now 


Offering their own judgments of Russia's capabilities 


and purposes, they simply, say this spending is not necessary, 
that the threat of war is small. 


A good many Americans may question whether these 


glib assurances ought to be accepted in substitution for mili- 
tary judgments to the contrary. But that is not the point to 
be made here. 
What is pertinent is that in a very real sense we already 


have a garrison state in this country. When you spend $50 
billion to S60 billion a year for defense, that is hardly the 
normalcy of unruffled peacetime. 


To be sure, we are not in the process of creating a huge 


standing army, navy and air force in expectance of attack 
at any moment. We are trying to get by with a minimum 
force, plus sufficient ready industrial capacity to enable us 
to shift into war gear speedily if an emergency arises. 
• 
* 
* 


But the mere fact that we must go that far takes us well 


out of the realm of normal peacetime living- If we are not 
to be an armed camp, we are at least to be semi-armed. We 
are building a garrison, even though it is not now to be fully 
manned and equipped. 


So it is really pretty pointless to mutter darkly about the 


garrison state. The world situation compels it. Our own 
past mistakes in measuring the character and aims of the 
Russian leaders have led us to this. 


The blame for those errors must fall widely on many 


shoulders; it cannot be put upon a subversive few. 


Rather than lament about a garrison state which is al- 


ready here, our complainers might better bemoan the general 
short-sightedness and shallow judgment which gave Russia 
such tremendous headway and forced us to adopt this course 
in an effort to redress the world balance of power.

Pegler Takes a Look at the U. S. Propaganda 


Machine Being Readied for Germany '

ROME—You may think I am mauling the subject of.the adop 


tion of the editorial, political and ethical principles of the New York 
Times as the official version of our American culture for German 
consumption. But this is a complex subject and we are dealing with 
an-astcnishing piece of effrontery. 


Shepard Stone, our high commissioner for culture with a budget 


of ten million dollars if congress falls for Harry Truman's demand, is 
assistant to Lester Markel, the Sunday editor of the Times. Markel 
is "chairman" of a queer new letterhead organiza- 
tion called the International Press Institute. This 
is supposed to embrace 24 nations. It is financed 
by grants from the Ford and Rockefeller founda- 
tions, which are now big political propaganda grinds 
promoting their own isms. 


Drew Middleteon, a New York Times man in 


Bonn, the capital of our carpetbag government on 
the Rhine, recently wrote that the biggest propa- 
ganda agency ever established by the United States 
m A foreign country will be set up in federal Ger- 
many 
once 
this 
country 
attains 
quasi-inde- 


pendence." 


This agency will be known as the United States information and 


educational exchange. It will spiead United States propaganda in 
fifteen key cities in West Germany. With the complete backing of 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson, it will seek to perpetuate in th« 
federal republic the ideals that the United States had tried to in 
dicate in six and one-half years of occupation. 


Acheson is an intimate friend of Frankfurter, and both are de- 


voted defenders of Alger Hiss, whose conviction of perjury plainly 
implied treachery against the United States during the Very time that 
he was an assistant to Acheson in the state department. And Ache 
son's "culture" may be roughly surmised from the fact that he re 
cently chose for the forum of one of his important speeches a "din- 
ner" of the Socialist front in the United States known as Americans 
for Democratic Action. 


Middleton wrote that Stone's cultural machine would be reduced 


from 1,800 employes, most of whom, by the way, are bureaucratic 
parasites of the familiar Washington type, to 940 but that Acheson's 
state department and the United States high commission in Bonn 
would make "every effort" to continue a steady flow of information 
to the Germans. When the high commission says "information," it 
means Roosevelt-Truman-Socialist propaganda and false representa- 
tions. About 50 of Stone's regional culture-pluggers who have been 
on the payroll since the start of the occupation will land in the in- 
formation and education layout in compliance with a promise by John 
J. McCloy, the grand hicogalorum. McCloy is a ferocious Red-baiter 
now but knew a day when he was assistant secretary of war 'when 
lie thought an American officer could be two-fifths Red and three- 
fifths Red-White-and-Blue. 


To return to Mr. Middleton's dispatch, he said that the "em- 


bassy" which will "replace" the high commission will contain the big- 
gest publicity organization that the United States has ever established 
in a foreign country. That, my countrymen, will be the most stu- 
pendous collection of loafers, crew-cut study-bums -and city-room re- 
jects that the mind of man can conjure. 


Shepard Stone says the Sunday department of the Times al- 


ways has been anti-Communist. John T. Flynn, a Red-baiter whom 
F. D. Roosevelt tried to drive out of print in a signed letter to Gov- 
ernor Wilbur Cross, of Connecticut, argues otherwise in his new book 
entitled "While You Slept." This work deals with our Communist dis- 
aster in China. 


'For good or bad reasons," Flynn wrote, "there are a few well- 


known journals which exercise an especially potent influence on the 
career Of a book. The most important are the New York Tm>es 
weekly book review and the New York Herald Tribune books of the 
week. The reviews in these publications usually are watched care- 
fully by the booksellers. Now let us see how this works out in action." 


Flynn then wrote that C. L. Sulzoerger. a member of the ruling 


family of the Times, "glowingly reviewed" Edgar Snow'» book "People 
on Our Side," meaning the Russians and the Chisese Communists. He 
said Sulzberger also "took occasion to get in a few good licks for 
Snow's 'Red Star Over China,' and his 'Battle for Asia.' " Flynn fur- 
ther recalls that although the Times praised the martyr American, 
J. .B Powell, it nevertheless handed over his book to a critic who be- 
rated him as a reactionary. And that when the same critic, Anna- 
lee Jacoby, herself wrote a book extolling the Communists, the Times 
gave it to a Harvard professor whose treatment, naturally "glowed 
with praise." 


The other day Stone dared me to say to Mr. Sulzberger that the 


Times had not been consistently anti-Communist. I trust that this 
passage takes care of that. 


The Times, daily as well as Sunday, presumes to promote in a 


bureaucratic way a concept of public "education" whereby the state 
becomes all-wise and the state's beliefs, which are now Socialistic 
and disloyal to the Constitution become a national doctrine. Some 
writers of this school have laid it down to us, but not in the name 
of th« Times as far as I know, that ''democracy" is the state re- 
ligion of our nation. 
Stone believes passionately in "Democracy." 


His Is the Roosevelt version, which seems to be the Mother Church, as 
it were, of this strange new thin. There are a number of petty lit- 
tle sects which maintain a confession and trivial dissent. 


The impudence of the Times in this respect is apparent in the 


fact that It has a staff position known as "director of educational 
activities." An editor of a section devoted to educational affairs 
would be a quite different functionary. This "director" is one Del- 
bert Clark, as widely obscure as Shepard Stone. He makes speeches 
to organizations which sympathize with the purposes of the Times. 
In one of these, he decried the fact that a small group of anti-Com- 
munist journalists raised money to defend Mrs. John T. McCullough, 
of Greenwich, Conn., against a suit by Paul Draper and Larry Adler, 
a pair of unimportant night-club performers, who said she had ac- 
cused them of being pro-Reds of one sort -or another. The cost of 
the defense would have ruined Mrs. McCullough and her husband but 
for this help from a few columnists who. knew the political records 
of Draper and Adler and resented their cruel action in serving an 
attachment on the McCulloughs* home and their small bank account 


Draper and Adler undertook to disprove Mrs. McCullough's 


charges. She made an affirmative defense and the jury disagreed 
out with a majority voting in her favor. 
Clark, the "educational 


director" of the Times, which says it is anti-Communist, fiercely re- 
sented all assumptions that individuals are Communists until they 
are proved to be such. But he had no sympathy for Mrs. McCullough 
when they made a false charge of libel and he repudiated the idea 
that she was entitled to her day in court which could be bought 
only by an enormous sum of money. The "educational director" of 
the Times, which formulates the "democracy" that our vast propa- 
ganda machine is foisting on Germany, seemed to believe that a 
mere accusation against Mrs. McCullough was equal to a convic- 
tion.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Several Treatments Help 
Cure Hoclgkin's Disease 


Hodgkin's disease is a peculiar 


and fortunately, not too common 
disorder, but one which is of extra- 
ordinary interest to a person who 
acquires it and to his or her family 
or f riends. 


The disease is more common in 


'young people than in older ones 
and more frequent in men than in 
women. It has been reported from 
every part of the world. There is 
no danger of catching it from a 
patient. • 


The first sign is usually (but not 


always) enlargement of the lymph 
glandx in the neck. The swollen 
glands are not painful. After a 
while, perhaps months or years 
later, glands in other parts of the 
body may become enlarged. 


It does not interfere with gen- 


eral well-being for a long time, but 
gradually anemia tends to develop. 
A small 'amount of fever may be 
present and the patient slowly be- 
comes thin. 


The lymph glands and the spleen 


which are affected in Hodgkin's 
disease are part of a chain or 
group of tissues, called the reticu- 
loendothelial system. The fact that 
this system is attacked has raised 
the question of some infection be- 
ing- at fault. So far, however, no 
germ or virus has ever been proved 
as the cause. 


The patient with Hodgkin's dis- 


ease usually goes through periods 
of remarkable improvement. The 
enlarged lymph glands may disap- 
pear almost completely and the 
general condition may improve for 
a long time. 


X-RAY TREATMENT FAVORED 


The favorite form of treatment 


has been X-rays. This often causes 
improvement lasting for months 
at a time. Treatment with drugs 
has not been particularly success- 
ful. 


Recently there have been sev- 


eral favorable reports on the 
treatment of patients with Hodg- 
km'a disease with preparations 
called "nitrogen mustards." These 
substances seem to be quite help-

Former Chicago Food Inspector 
Says Dr. Bundeson 'Badgered' 
Him to Resign Post in Scandal 


CHICAGO—(AP)—The city's 


former chief food inspector says 
he resigned after the horse meat 
scandal broke because Dr. Herman 
N. Bundesen "badgered" him into 
It.Bundesen is president of the city 
board of health and well known 
in national public health circles. 


Gustav O. Hermann blamed him- 


self for laxty in a letter of resig- 
nation made public three weeks 
ago. As head of'Chicago's food 
Inspectors under Bundesen, he was 
responsible for checking purity and 
labeling of meat sold in the city. 


Investigators say several mil- 


lion pounds of horse meat have 
been sold as beef in Chicago and 
other Illinois cities at enormous 
profits. 


FBI Warning 


The state's attorney's office said 


it found evidence that the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation had warn- 
ed the Chicago board of health 
more than a year ago of traffic 
In horse meat. 


The evidence was a letter, dated 


Feb. 21, 1951, sent by the FBI of- 
fice in Milwaukee. It said the FBI 
had been informed that a McHen- 
ry county packing plant In one 
year, had shipped 160,000 pounds 
of horse meat to Chicago for hu- 
man consumption. 


The state's attorney's office said 


health department records also 
showed: Inspectors found 37 sam- 
ples of horse meat in 13 months 
ended December, 1951: only two 
cases were taken to court, where 
they were dismissed; there were 
no license revocations in these 
cases. 


Hermann Testifies 


Hermann testified yesterday 


before the Cook county grand jury 
investigating possible tleups be- 
tween crime and politics. First, 
he conferred with State's Attor- 
ney John S. Boyle and Boyle said 
Hermann told him: 


Bundesen argued with him for 


three hours to resign and then 
stood over him and made sugges- 
tions for changes when he wrote 
his letter of resignation. 


Hermann's letter acknowledged 


that he had been "Inefficient" and 
"negligent" in "not calling to your

World Scout 
Leader Tells 
Of Founding 


Glory, Romance of 
Movement .Related 
In Dixon Address 
The history, the glory, the 


romance and the greatness of 
scouting was told to more 
than 700 Dixon Scouts and 
Scout leaders Tuesday night 
at the Dixon high school au- 
ditorium in a speech by Lady 
Baden-Powell, chief guide of 
the World Association of Girl 
Guides and Girl Scouts. 


Sponsored by the Dixon Girl 


Scout council, Lady Baden-Powell 
related the story of the founding 
of the international scout move- 
ment by her husband, the late 
Lord Baden-Powell. 


Now on Tour 


The World Guide, now in her 


fourth week of a several-month 
tour through the United States, 
spoke with a clipped native- 
British accent most of the time to 
the 300-odd young Boy and Girl 
scouts that were present. 


Following her speech, she shook 


hands and chatted for a half an 
hour with youngsters and Scout 
leaders. Many of those she .met 
were citizens of the 10 neighboring 
towns that were represented at 
the auditorium. 


Began As Idea 


Scouting began, according to 


Lady Baden-Powell, as "the idea 
in the mind of a man 40 years 
ago and today has become a 
strong force for good ... in the 
livcj of millions of men and wo- 
men and boys and girls through- 
out the world." 


Her husband, she said, had 


picked up scouting on his own 
while a lad in England. He had 
been forced to go out on his own 
to study birds, trees and animals 
and "to lear observation and de- 
duction." 


Later, when Lord Baden-Powell 


was a member of the British army 
in India, he saw the need that 
the men in his regiment should 
have the training that he had had. 
Still later, while serving in Africa, 
he organized a group of youths 
to act and work as orderlies with 
the army. 


Uniformed Them 


"He gave them uniforms," said 


Lady Baden-Powell," and made 
them feel like they were some- 
body." 


Upon returning to England he 


was asked to help organize such 
a youth group there. 


"With divine help he wrote a 


book, "Scouting for Boys," and 
that book today is the foundation 
of the scouting movement. 


"He gave them uniforms and 


built an organization which fired 
the imaginations of thousands," 
said Lady Baden-Powell. 


Girl Guides Formed 


"Then, at a Boy Scout rally one 


day he saw a row of girls. 'Who 
are you?' he asked? And they said 
The Girl Scouts.'" He told them, 
however, to build a girls organi-

// You're Really Interested 
Here's a Test for Horse Meat 


COLUMBUS, O.—(AP)—Have you been wondering if 


that succulent hamburger is cow meat or horse meat 


Well, if the question bothers you enough, you can 


test your own meat and find out. That is, you can if you 
have the equipment and material. 


H. D. Drain, chief bacteriologist of the Ohio Agricul- 


ture department's laboratory, can make a test in about 
45 minutes- "But, normal procedure," he said, "would 
require approximately one and one-half hours to test the 
meat thoroughly." 


You must have chemicals, including one called anti- 


serum. Here's how Drain does it: 


He takes 50 grams of meat he wishes to test. To it 


he adds 100 cubic centimeters of a salt solution. This 
combination he mixed in a vibrator. The resulting solu- 
tion is filtered through.paper into a test tube. 


To make the solution clearer, it is then filtered 


through fiber. 


Then comes the antiserum. It is obtained by in- 


jecting extract of horse meat into a rabbit. After two 
or three weeks, blood is taken from the rabbit. The blood 
contains an antibody which will react with the salt-meat 
solution.

It will react one way if it is horse meat. It will re- 


act another way if it isn't. 


" The antiserum is added to the solution of salt and 


meat. If the meat is from a horse, a white line will form 
between the solution and the 'anti-serum.

WASHINGTON — (AP) — Two 


senators hinted today that their 
armed services committee will pro- 
duce a "less liberal" military pay 
Increase bill than the 10 per cent 
voted by the house. 


The senate group called a sec- 


ond closed-door session to consider 
the house measure, which would 
boost both base pay and allow- 
ances by 10 per cent. 


Chairman Russell (D-Ga) told a 


reporter he favors some changes 
in the flat increase voted by the 
house and has prepared "a sched- 
ule that should be fair to person- 
nel of all the services and at the 
same time save some money." 


Russell said the house bill would 


"cost nearly a' billion dollars." 


Army privates and similar low- 


ranking servicemen would 
get 


$7.50 additional monthly under the 
house measure, while generals and 
admirals would get increases of 
more than $100 monthly. 


Senator Flanders 
(R-Vt), a 


committee member, said the mili- 
tary services have many benefits 
not granted civilians—income tax 
exemption on allowances because 
only base pay is counted for taxes; 
free medical and dental care; re- 
tirement and pensions, with the 
government paying all costs while 
civilians must contribute to get 
similar benefits, and "other fringe 
benefits."

Open Deer Season for Illinois? 
Game Managers Mum on It 


SPRINGFIELD—(AP)—Illinois game managesr are reluctant to 


alk about the possibility of an open deer season although they esti- 
mate thaf the herds are increasing. 


Joe Davidson, state manage- 


ment chief, briefly says that the 
white-tailed animals arc doing 
better in Southern Illinois and 
not so good in.the Northern coun- 
ies. 
He estimates that although a 


formal survey two years ago 
showed about 3,000 deer in the 
state, there probably arc any- 
where from 3,500 to 5,000 now. 


No Hint of Season 


But Davidson and other game 


management specialists do not say 
much else qbout the chance of 
sportsmen being sold licenses to 
ake so many deer in so many 
days. 


Illinois authorities may be tak- 


ng notes on the trials being at- 
empted in neighboring states like 
ndiana. 


Maybe they're heeding some 


game managers who nay that the 
animals aren't as much a problem 
as people. 


The people involved we the 


hunters, the landowners and those 
who are neither but who are fear- 
'ul about a natural resource or a 
remnant of natural beauty being 
exterminated. 


Game managers in other states, 


notably Wisconsin, have argued 
that a hunter*' harvest, properly 


managed, doesn't endanger the 
existence of the deer as a species. 
Rather, they say, it provides game 
which otherwise would be wasted 
through starvation on over-popu- 
lated ranges. 


Land Owners Divided 


Landowners probably arc di- 


vided into two camps: those whose 
lands are suffering because of too 
many deer aiiii who would like 
to see herds cut down, and those 
who are willing to endure deer 
rather than hunters.

Ohioan said he would write a 
friendly reply. 


Praises Taft 


. Warren was in Cleveland, O., 
where he addressed the National 
Association of Soil Districts con- 
vention last night. He told report- 
ers his trip was strictly non-po- 
litical, but he made a point of 


(f'raising Taft as a "great Ameri- 


can." 


Warren's address included his 


first public stand on government 
farm price support programs. He 
said they are necessary to protect 
farmers from "boom and bust cy- 
cles." 


"I am opposing him for the 


nomination," Taft said, "but I want 
a Republican to win in November 
and would support him if nomi- 
"^ated. I hope he would support 
me, too." 


No Name-Calling 


In Keene, N. C., Senator Duff of 


Pennsylvania 
spoke 
along 
the 


same lines, saying there would be 
no nameTcalling in the Eisenhower 
campaign. 


Duff said. Eisenhower is a can- 


didate "we know we can elect," 
but added, he would support the 
Republican candidate regardless 
f.C who he is.
